At this period practically all of 


the eggs of the peach tree borer 
hnvo hatched. If treatment is delay- 
ed beyond this title, the borers will 
have time to do some damage, and 
danger of injury to the tree from 
the treatment 
is increased, the 


agent cautions. 


The peach tree borer is one of the 


most Important insects 'attacking 
peach trees. It must be controlled 
if the trees are .to be maintaained 
in the high state of vigor that is 
necessary, for large yields. 


Fumigating infested trees with 


paradichlorobenzene is very effect- 
ive, and has the added advantage 
of being 
cheap and of rarely 


causing injury to the trees. 


Injury by the peach tree borer 


is recognized by the gum arid frass, 
or refuse, that are thrown out at 
the base of the tree. As seen from 
this evidence, the borer usually 
works at or somewhat below the 
surface of the soil. In preparation 
for fumigation, stones, weeds, and 
grasses are removed from around 
the base of the tree, and the soil 
surface is leveled. The paradich- 
lorobenzene is evenly distributed 
around the trunk of the tree in a 
continous band about 2 inches wide, 
with the inside of the band being 
one inch from the bark of the tree. 
It is then covered with a few shovel- 
fuls of soil. This is tamped down 
with a shovel. If infested trees show 
evidence that the borers are work- 
ing well above the ground, a mound 
of earth should be thrown up around 
the trees before the paradichloro- 
benzene is applied so that it will be 
at the same level as the highest 
borers. 


One ounce is required for trees 


6 years-and older. For trees 4 to 
5 years old, , three-fourths of an 
ounce is reciuired. 
On younger 


trees, one-fourth to one-half ounce 
may be used. However, there is 
some danger of injuring the tender 
bark of young trees, and worminR 
hv.ha'nd is safer, the agent warns; 
The danger of injury by paradich- 
lorobenzene to the bark can be re- 
rluccd by tearing down the mounds 
4 to 6 weeks after treatment. This 
is especially important in,the case 
of younp trees or with treatments 
miKlc after the middle of October.

At this period practically all of 


the eggs of the peach tree borer 
hnvo hatched. If treatment is delay- 
ed beyond this title, the borers will 
have time to do some damage, and 
danger of injury to the tree from

agent cautions. 


The peach tree borer is one of the 


most Important insects 'attacking 
peach trees. It must be controlled 
if the trees are .to be maintaained 
in the high state of vigor that is 
necessary, for large yields. 


Fumigating infested trees with 


paradichlorobenzene is very effect- 
ive, and has the added advantage 
of being 
cheap and of rarely 


causing injury to the trees. 


Injury by the peach tree borer 


is recognized by the gum arid frass, 
or refuse, that are thrown out at 
the base of the tree. As seen from 
this evidence, the borer usually 
works at or somewhat below the 
surface of the soil. In preparation 
for fumigation, stones, weeds, and 
grasses are removed from around 
the base of the tree, and the soil 
surface is leveled. The paradich- 
lorobenzene is evenly distributed 
around the trunk of the tree in a 
continous band about 2 inches wide, 
with the inside of the band being 
one inch from the bark of the tree. 
It is then covered with a few shovel- 
fuls of soil. This is tamped down 
with a shovel. If infested trees show 
evidence that the borers are work- 
ing well above the ground, a mound 
of earth should be thrown up around 
the trees before the paradichloro- 
benzene is applied so that it will be 
at the same level as the highest 
borers. 


One ounce is required for trees 


6 years-and older. For trees 4 to 
5 years old, , three-fourths of an 
ounce is reciuired. 
On younger 


trees, one-fourth to one-half ounce 
may be used. However, there is 
some danger of injuring the tender 
bark of young trees, and worminR 
hv.ha'nd is safer, the agent warns; 
The danger of injury by paradich- 
lorobenzene to the bark can be re- 
rluccd by tearing down the mounds 
4 to 6 weeks after treatment. This 
is especially important in,the case 
of younp trees or with treatments 
miKlc after the middle of October.
